The Anapbe allkworm oocury, aa a 
matter of fact. In many parts of Eaat, 
Weat and South Africa, and aamplea 
of the allk from Uganda were exam¬ 
ined aome yearn ago at the Imperial 
Institute, which Introduced the pro 
duct to the notice of leading allk 
.nan u fac to re re In thin country. 

At that time It waa doubtful wbeth 
the price Brttlah manufacturera could 
oler would pay tba coat of collection 
of the scattered neata of cocoons. The 
Imperial Institute accordingly sug¬ 
gested that the government entomol¬ 
ogist In Uganda should be naked to In¬ 
vestigate the poaalbllltlea of "domea- 
tlcalloc" the wild Anaphne and Culti¬ 
vating It In plantaUona of the trees 
on which It feeds, so aa to reduce the 
coat Thla haa now been found quite 
practicable. A new and cheap raw 
material for the spun allk Indntry 
would be of such Importance that It la 
to be hoped energy and capital will be 
forthcoming for the development of 
thla Industry In Uganda, whence a cer¬ 
tain amount of the allli la already be¬ 
ing exported, and aiao In other Brit¬ 
ish African colonies.

In spite of Uta persistently low tem¬ 
perature of the winter, aome alfalfa 
lived through on all plau. Including 
even the very tender Peruvian vari¬ 
ety. which killed out badly that win¬ 
ter aa tar south as the Panhandle of 
Texna, and again during lha mild win¬ 
ter of 1908-9 aa tar south as atoA 
ton, Kansas. Thla extraordinary re¬ 
sult In Dakota waa duo to tbo char¬ 
acter of lha weather. Autumn drought 
and lha gradual approach of cold 
weather hardened the tissues af the 
plants, enforcing gradual and perfect 
dormancy. A protective covering of 
anow cams In December sod remain, 
ed until nearly tba end of March. To 
tbaae factors and the gradual retdra 
of spring waa due lha fact that a per¬ 
centage of all strains cams safely 
through lha winter. 

The Important point, however, la 
that Grimm alfalfa and two Turkestan 
strains sustained no loss whatever. 
There can be little doubt that Grimm 
and lha Ontario variegated originally 
came from the same source, near the 
borders of Germany and Russia, and 
are. In fact. Identical In origin. They 
are both alike hardy and suited to On- 
larto conditions. —Toronto Globa

STRENGTH OF THE BRITISH NAVY 
IS GREATER THAN BEFORE WAR 

* 

AN ANSWER GIVEN TO SOME OF THE CRITICISMS 
._ 

Mr. Balfour Present! Some Fscts About the British Nsvy Which 
Are Calculated to Offset the Nervous Apprehensions 
In Certain Quarters 


Durtn* ms put few weeks there 
hare boon certain rumors that the 
navy, owing to want of forulght In 
a lack of driving force In the toarfl 
of admiralty, waa not In so positive 
a position of superiority aa had 
been supposed. Some naval “ex¬ 
perts," who may, we think, be ac 
quXtod of any desire wantonly to 
undermine conBdance In the navy, 
eeem to have been Infected by the 
disease of "cold feet." Thus because 
who were never before Inclined to 
waver In tbelr trust In the board 
of admiralty have been tempted, or 
at all events Invited, recently to 
wonder whether all was going well. 
Something more than vague misgiv¬ 
ings hu been disseminated—oot 
widely. It Is true, but In a rather 
lurid form. We have been told that 
Oertnan dreadnoughts carrying guu 
which would outrange even those of 
the “Queen Elisabeth," would soon 
burst forth from the Klsl Canal. 
Men who are readily awed by rumor 
talked of these ships by nania One 
of them wu the “Hlndenburg" "8e 
non e vero e ben trovalo!" It wu 
therefore time that the boglu were 
knocked over the hud. and this ex¬ 
tremely useful and salutary act wu 
performed by Mr. Balfour In hta 
admirable speeches In the house of 
eommons. He did not bout: he did 
not pretend that turprises are Impel 
alble; but he did offer an account 
of his stewardship, which ought to 
convince and reusure every man 
who can keep his mind free from 
panic We havo read a great many 
speeches on the navy. We have 
oever read speeches which seemed 
to us to be In a rtghler spirit than 
thus of Mr Balfour They contain¬ 
ed an explicit guarantee that every¬ 
thing Is being dons which an In¬ 
telligent wideawake, and energetic 
board ought to do. More than that 
we cannot ask. 

It Is very euy for a newspaper to 
Invent Its own particular bogy. or. 
let us uy, to believe In a particular 
bogy on the strength of some slend- 
er but attractive evidence, and then 
to say: "Here la this appalling 
danger. We are only performing a 
public duty In demanding to know 
what steps. If any, the admiralty are 
taking to meet this particular chal¬ 
lenge. Mr Balfour very rightly did 
not attempt to deal with the s bogy, 
the y bogy, and the s bogy Ip dstatll. 
In his review of the situation he 
simply ensured us, In effect, that 
Uio navy was being made as strong 
as possible, and as well prepared as 
naval ingenuity can devise, to meet 
all conceivable risks. He must have 
convinced all those who needed to 
be convinced and were open tq con- 
vlctlou, that If th j navy cannot be 
uld actually to command success, 
thorn never was a time when It more 
thoroughly deserved success. Let us 
quote Mr. Balfour's words aa to the 
condition of tho fleets: 

They are much, stronger thsn th y 
were six months ago They are still 
atronger than they were twelvi 
months ago, and their excess over 
what we possessed nineteen months 
ago Is still grester. In every class 
or ship, big snd little ships design 
ad to meot on equal or superior 
terms the German high seas fleet, 
auxiliary ships, patrol ships, anti¬ 
submarine ships, light cruisers, de¬ 
stroyers. flotilla leaders, submarines, 
every kind of ship available In 
modern war, ws have Increased, and 
largely Increased, since the war be¬ 
gan. Well. then, let us dismiss vain 
and empty fears. As I asld yester¬ 
day. war Is necessarily and always 
an uncertain game. It may be true, 
and It la true, that maritime warfare 
under modern conditions and against 
the new form of attack constituted 
by submarines, aircraft and mines 
In a mors uncertain game than It 
was In the good old days when It 
was merely a question of counting 
your "seventy four" battleships snd 
your thlrty-slxgun frigate and the 
rest Therefore I repeat again that 
I will make no boast about the Brit¬ 
ish admiralty. I will not guarantee 
H against misfortune or accidents. 
But I say In perfect confldence that 
It Is stronger In the face of sny 
over attack which It Is likely to 
meet, that It Is fsr stronger than 
It waa at the beginning of the war 

e ls, I believe, stronger than It 
ever been In Its history 
In only one respect Is the navy 
las strong than when war began. 
The armodod cruisers lost have not 
qt» ° replaced Nevertheless our 
anteriority In this branch over the 
Oerman navy Is still enormous and 
la not contested. Mr Balfour stat¬ 
ed that In all our warlike stores 
and In naval guns and ammunition, 
our strength was much greater than 
at the beginning of the war rela 
ttvely to the number of ships In ex 
Istenea, and that It was still con¬ 
tinually Increasing The chler an¬ 
xiety to the admiralty was the ques¬ 
tion of labor. When Colonel Win¬ 
ston Churchill was at the admiralty 
skilled laborers were allowed to go 
to the front Mr Balfour raid that 
the remedy for the defect waa three¬ 
fold: to recall skilled laborer* who 
would be more useful at home than 
sdrrond. to dilute .killed labor fur- 
thrr with unskilled, and to Indues 
the workers to tarn out more In th# 
time Another very Interesting point 
wm* his answer lo the rumor that 
yards were not being used to the 
beet pnrpove. We have all hestd of 
the contractor whtr remarks: "It 
la all very well for the admiralty 
to aay that they are building shlpe 
aa fast ss they can. bnt here Is a 
slip In my yard standing Idle What 
have they got to any about that? Mr 
Balfour's answer la that he has In- 
• vestlgated many such cases and 
they are all capable of the same ex- 
plftnatlon The contractor mean* 
aflfear that he can produce more 


i ships It only lha admiralty will give 
I him lha particular ordara which at 
the moment he can carry out But 
It la. of course, the business of ths 
admiralty to gat exactly the ships 
they want, not to ordor what they 
do not need at n particular time 
And as tor lha labor, ths admiralty 
would naturally supply It If they 
had IL The contractor's complaint 
merely brings us back to ths notor¬ 
ious labor question. Tat there are 
many doubting souls who maljudge 
many doubting scuta who misjudge 
than that they have been told by 
a friend who knows a oontrector 
and who waa told by th* contractor 
himself, ao that than could be no 
mistake, etc. ate. 

W# have Intentionally not dealt 
to this anicl* With Mr. Balfour's 
crushing rejoinder to Colooal Church- 
Ill so far aa It wsa a personal In 
Babre Ilk* huasar harks back to

Germany Has ne Intention of Captur¬ 
ing Thl* Country or the UA 
After th* War 

Recant despatches hava brought 
word of statements In tha Canadian 
parliament and newspaper* that Oar 
many waa planning after this war to 
plunge upon the American comlnenr 
and particularly to demand cession 
to Germany tha Dominion of Cnnada. 
In a conversation with Herr Von Jag 
ow, minister of foreign affairs, the 
Aoaoeuted Prana correspondent refer 
rod to these rumors. The foreign mU 
later's flrat rep# waa an outburst of 
laughter. 

"How can people Invent or bolleve 
such stories." h* asked. "To any 
one not entirely blinded by passion 
It U evident beyond doubt that Gar 
many never punned such senseless 
alma and never conspired doing so. 

“Can one Imagine n state of at¬ 
tain tn Europe after the wax such 
that wn should have the leisure or 
a free enough band to div-wt our 
strength and efforts to a teas on the 
American continent. Equally ridic¬ 
ulous. though unfortunately thla 
phrase has a sertou* aide, are rum- 
ore which I understand are current 
hero and there la tha United 8taxes 
that Germany after tha war win 
taka revenge on tha United stelae 
by pursuing an aaU-Amertcan policy, 
It In even reported to me that tome 
apprehensive souls tn America foresee 
from victorious Germany an attempt 
to break down the Monroe Doctrine, 
plant IU flag In South or Central 
America or even n design u> leap up¬ 
on the Untied State# and crush them 
In order to attain mastery of both 
continents. 

"I need hardly assure you audi 
report*, which from lima to Urn* 
have been set afloat by enemies of 
Germany In Ihe evident intention of 
stirring up feeling . are absurd. Ger¬ 
many has never placed Itself In op¬ 
position to the American principle 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 

"Again. I would ask American 
doubter* to remember the attitude 
of Germany during tha Mexican cris¬ 
is. Although extensive Gorman 
commercial Interest* were Involved, 
although there saa a strong demand 
for Independent action to protect 
those Interests during the protract 
ed era of disorder, the Imperial gov¬ 
ernment at nil Umea stood for leav 
log the United state a free hand 
la IU policy toward Mexico The 
Washington government was not nl 
any time left In doubt aa to the at¬ 
titude of Cermany 

“It la unfortunately true that dur¬ 
ing the war, when the thoughU of 
every German are bound up heart 
and soul In the struggle for Ger¬ 
man existence uraloat a world-* Ids 
coalition, and when the attitude of 
the Washington government at 
Ilmen has been almost forced—evan 
wo think that there might be come 
basis for stories of an uoderatand- 
Ing of some son between Washing 
ton and the agios, a strong feeling 
of resentment and bitterness against 
the United Stages had sprat* up 
among ihe masses In Germany. 

“U nforiunetely. to. there are 

foolish persona among ua who talk 
foolishly of taking revenge' upon 
the United State* after the arer for 
that altitude but no rraponstbl* of 
Ada! taken or can Uke aurh a view 
We shall hava quite enough to do, 
at homo to safeguard our own posi¬ 
tion In Europe, heal the wounds of 
the war, resloro our Industry and 
business life at home, and regain 
and build up our foreign trade, with¬ 
out resenting our traditional policy 
In reward lo the American eontln 
sot and Uklng-on a new and pow 
erful enemy scram the Atlantic "
